In 1836, at the battle of Conception and the ‘grass fight,” 
large odds, probably three to one, were driven from the 
field by the Texians, and at San Antonia, same year, 
three hundred raw Texian militia captured Gen. Cossand. 
eleven hundred Mexican ‘soldiera? In 1836, at Alamo, 
180 held out 13 days against Santa Anna and 8,000 men, 
fighting at last until every Texan fel] dead, killed 910 of 
the enemy, 400 at Colotta beat off 1300 under General 
Urea, but next day were treacherously deceived into x 
surrender , 700 of their own spontaneous will, kiled or 
captured 1500 Memecans, at San Jancinto, faking prisoner 
the President of Mexico, Gen Santa Anna; and 20 un- 
der Deaf Smith routed 20 Memcans In 1839, 104 beat 
1000 Mexicans at Saltillo and retreated into Texas with 
the loss of only four men In 1842, only 210 of them re? 
pulsed Gen Woll and 1300 troops at Arroya Salado ;— 
261 drove-2,500 Mexicans into Meir, fought 19 hours, 
killed 700 of the enemy, bat at last were deceived into a 
surrender and horribly botchered or enslaved. In 1843, 
200 unarmed Texan prisoners at Salado attacked 400 
armed. Mexican guards, beat und dispersed them Same 
year, Com Moore, off Yucatan, silenced ten times hie na- 
val force and compelled them terehre The last victory 
resulted in a treaty of alliance, between Yucatan and 
Texas, by which the former bound herself to remain pas- 
siye in any contest which Mexico might thereafter enga-

Lt. Col. Clay was shot througli the thigh, 
and bemg unable to walk, was taken up and carried-some 
distance by some of his men, but owing te the steepness’ 
of the hill, the men finding it very difficult to carry him, 
aud the enemy in great numbers pressing upon them, the- 
gallant Et. Colonet begged them to Jeave him and take 
care of themselves Forced to leave him on the field, the: 
last that was seen ‘of this noble young officer he was lying: 
on his back, fightiog with his sword the enemy who were 
stabbing hun with their bayonets. The veteran Capt. Wim. 
S. Willis, of the same regiment, at the head of his compa- 
ny, with three stalwart sons who fought at his side, and 
badly wounded, but sti! continued to fight until he was 
overcome with the loss of blood 

Jn the meantime, the Indiana brigade, who were 
drawn out and ordered to- charge the enemy, were seized 
with a panic, and displaying some hesitation, Assistant 
Adjutant General Lincoln rushed to their front, and whilst 
upbraiding them for their cowardice, was shot, several 
bails passing through bis body. Ix justice to this brigade 
it should be stated, that they subsequently rallied, and 
folly redeemed their reputation by the most gallant and 
effective fighting 

Col. Hardin led the Wlinoisians in very handsonre style, 
and tho sturdy “sackers” fonght hke hons. Themintrep- 
id Colonel fell wounded, and expenenced the fate of Col- 
ouels McKee amd Clay, and was killed by the enemy 
not however until he bad killed one of the cowardiy mis-

The Mussissippians, the heroes of Monterey, after doing 
hard duty as skirmishers, were ordered inta Tine to receive 
a charge of cavalry, which they» did with their rifles, de» 
liveting at the same time a most destructive fire among 
the crowded columns of cavalry. The enemy were com- 
pletely repulsed The distunguished. commander of this 
gallant regent, Col. Jefferson Davis, was badly wound- 
ed, an. escopet ball having entered his foot and passed out 
of hisleg He was, however, doing well when last heard 
from. ‘ihe chivalrous Co) McClung was prevented from 
doing tus share of the brave deeds ot this briljant Sight, by 
the gtievious wound received at the battle of Monterey, 
swinch still confines him to his bed, and from which, ot as 
much feared by hus best friends, he never will recover. 

Col Humphrey Marshall's splendid regiment of Ken- 
tucky cavalry were impatient for an opportunity of show- 
ing thew mettle, and avenging the capture of their breth- 
ren, then in the hands of the enemy. They were soon fa- 
vored with the desired opportumty, by the approach of a 
force of more than 2000 lancera and bussass, who gallant- 
ly charged them ‘The Kentuckians stood ther ground 
with immoveable steadiness, and received the enemy with 
afire from their carbines, charged in the most gallant 
style through the cotumns on the nght, and wheeling, fell 
to their left, dispersing and killinga great many of them. 
A like charge was made by Col May, at the head of a 
squadron of Dragoons, and one of Arkansas Cavalry, with 
hke resulta. ~ 

During the engagement on the right, Santa Anna tée- 
ing Buena Vista leit unprotected, made a demonstration 
agaist the town with 2000 cavalry. Laeut. Shoser, with 
sixty Men ond [wo pieces of artillery, went out aud the 
Mexicans succeeded ia cutting them off from the main 
body Lieut. Chittenden was despatched with a flag of 
truce to demand the inmediate surrender of this foree.— 
The Mexitan officer, pretehdmg not to understand the 
character of his mission, insisted that he should be bads. 
folded, according to the rules of war, and thus had the 
Lieutenant carried inte the camp of Santa Annis himself.

“ "Battle of Buena Vista, . 

We had the pleasure of an interview on Friday wsth 
Major Coffee, of the army, whe brought over Gen Tay- 
Jor» despatches. Thie gallant officer—a son ‘of the dis- 
tmgushed General who fouglit so bravely on the Plains 
of Chalmette, and in vanous other battles, by the side of 
the illustrious Jackson—anacted aa the Aid of Gen Taylor 
m the bloody fight at Buena Vista We are greatly in- 
debted to him for many particulars of this hard fought 

attle > 

Gen. Taylor bad fallen in love at first sight, with the 
position at-which he finally made his stand—~at Buena 
Vista. His moyement towards Agua Nueva was merely a 
ruse to decoy tho enemy into the field which he had select- 
cd for his battle ground. As soon as McCulloch's men, 
whe were invaluable as scouts, formed him of Santa An- 
na’a approach to Agua Nuera, Gen. Taylor quietly broke 
up his camp, and fell back to bia first lave-—Buena Vista. 
This position wag admirably chosen It was at the foot 
of a mountain, or rather of two mountains, befween which 
ran the road through a narrow valley On his nght there 
waga deep ravine, which protected that flank more ef- 
Sectually than half æ dozen regiments could have done — 
The left of Gen- Taylors line rested on the base of a 
mountain. Tho road in tke centre was entrenched and 
dofended by 2 strong battery In the front the ground 
was uneven—broken mto hills and deep ravines~—well 
adapted to the mode of fighting adopted by our voluntecrs, 
and by its peculianties supplying the advantage of a great 
infenonty of numbers. On the 22d the enemy were de 
cred, approachmg over the distant hills, At thew ap- 
pearance the volunteers raised a great shout, and pave 
three tremendous cheers Their engmeers and officers 
were scen flying over the fields aud dragging their cannon 
ubout to get (oem im position , bat the nature of the 
ground did not favor their undertaking, and it was late in 
the day before the big guns began to open 

The enemy had with them thirty-two cannon, mostly 
oflarge calibre ‘Lhe fire, thongh kept up briskly, and 
ppparently well manned, did so little execution in our 
ranks that it was not considered necessary to return ther 
fire Our cannon were therefore silent the whole of the 
89q—~Eight or ten killed or wounded were the extent of 
the casnabues sustained by our army on the 22st, Du- 
sing the day an officer approached our hnes with a flag 
of tryce, and requested to be shown to General Taylor — 
The brave old man was seltmg quietly on his old white 
charger, with his leg over the pommel of the saddle watch 
ing the movements of the enemy, when the Mexican offi- 
cer was presented. In a very courteous and graceful 
manner the officer stated that “he had been sent by bis 
Excellency Gen Santa Anna, to lus Exeellency General 
Taylor, to enquire, m the mest respectful manner, what 
he [Gen Taylor] was waiting for?’ From the mlence 
of Gen, Taylors batteries, and the quiet manner in whi 
he recerved Santa Anna’s terrific cannonading, the Mex- 
ican supposed that he was asking a very pertment ques- 
tion, to which however, old Rough and Ready gave the 
very pertinent reply that “ho was ouly waiting for Gen. 
Santa Anna to surrender.” ‘The Mexican returned haste 
aly to his Imes bis message proved only to be a ruse to 
ascertain where Gen Taylor's postion was, for after the 
return of the Mexican officer to his own ranks the whole 
Mexican battery seemed to open upon Gen ‘Laylor’s po- 
sition, and the balls few over andinto hisrear. Bat Geu 
Taylor immediately sent Capt, Bragg with his artillery, 
agatust this force, who ‘sacceeded about him Bike hail — 
Unterly indifferent to the perils of his station, there sat the 
old chief, on his gonspicusns white horse, peeping through 
his spy glass at the long lines of Mexican troops that coutd 
be seen ata great distance on the march. The persua~: 
sion of bis aids could not induce lnm to abandon his favor- 
able point for observation, nor to give up his old white 
home Ta the suggestion of his staff that old whitey was 
too conspicuous a charger for the commander, he rephed 
that “the old fellow bas mised the fun at Monterey, on 
account of a soré foot, and he was determined he should 
have his share this ame. - 

At sunrise on the 23d February, the battle begar in 
oarneste The Mexicans were drawn out in immense 
numbers. The dark columns of infantry extended as far 
as the eye could reach, and the cavalry seemed to cover 
the whole view with their interminable lines. At wteér- 
vals between thé infantry and cuvalry, theif big gins, 
strongly protecoed by a large artillery force, kept up an 
incessant cgannonadmg against our-lines. Their forces 
were soon in motion. Our artillery was thrown forward 
to meet them, protected by the yolunteets. Gen Wool 
led the mam body in person, and was econ ‘engaged in hot 
conflict. The broken nature-of the ground divided ‘the 
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haying him blind-folded, and saymg, that so far from hav- 
ing any desire to conceal his situatién, he was desirqus of 
exinbiting to Gen Taylor the utter folly of resisring so 
powerful an army as he- had under his command. To 
whioh the Lieutenant rephed, that his simple message was 
to demand his (Santa. Anna’s) rmmmediate surrender to 
Gen Taylor, When this extraordinary demand was 
translated to the Metican, he ratsed his hands and eye- 
brows m utter astonishment at the temerity and presump- 
tion of such a message, and replied, that he would oxpect 
Gen. Taylor to surrender within an hour, or he would de; 
stroy all his forces. Lieut. Chittenden’s reply, which we

the whole action he was constantly engaged in the dispo- 
mtion of our forces, and in ra fying then to the onset Ie 
Was @ miracle that he escaped the thick flying balls which 
thinned the ranks he was marshalng ‘here was but 
one complaint made against him, and that was, that he 
exposed himself too much Brig Gen, Lane, also, show- 
ed himself to be a brave and capable officer. Although 
wounded early sn action, he kept his horse. unt st closed 
and never for a mement left his 

The old General-in-Chief remained’ at bis original and 
much exposed position, supermtending the battlaand nar- 
rowly watching ttsevents. An cscopet ball passed through 
his overcoat—tbat same old brown, so familiar to all the 
officers and men who bave ever been under hts command, 
and which has seen several campaigasin Florida, in Tex- 
aaand jn Mexico. 

On the mght of the 23d, both armies drew off from the 
field of battle. Our mén were engaged all night in bring- 
sng yn the wounded, and taking care of them—The Mex- 
icans as,well as their own men. There were, however, 
but fow of our men found on the field wounded They 
were, to use Santa Anuas significant words, m his des- 
patch ‘all dead; the cowardly niiscreunts having killed 
every man whom they overtook, wounded and helpless, 
on the field whero they fell The fatter were carried to 
Saltillo in ony own wagons, the former were buried by 
the Alcalde, whder the orders of Gen Taylor. 

A number of officers were taken prisoners, and an ex- 
change was effected, by which all our men who are now 
in their hands weré released Cassius M Clay’s party

_By despatches received by Com. Shubnick, and throngh 
tho politeness of Maj J. A. Hardie, we have been placed 
in possession, of the latest Mexican news. 

There :s no prospect of an end to the war; indeed, the 
U.S army penetrating tho interior, seem to effect noth- 
ing beyond the capture of places on the route, the people 
daily becoming more exasperated and determined By 
the last advices, Gen. Scott was at Puebla with the army, 
and Gen Santa Anna. was making preparations to defend 
the city of Mexico. Different reports give the latter Gen- 
eral 40,000, 27,000, and 15,000 men; the fatter 1s prob- 
ably the more correct number. Santa Anna had declined 
the Presidency, and had stated his preference to remain 
m command of the army, culling at the same timo upon 
tho Mexican people to arouse and pat forth avery effort 
to defend their soil overrun by foreign invaders Herrara 
bad been elected President. A minister Plenipotentiary, 
had arrived in Mexico from the United States, (probably 
Gol Benton) supposed to bring with him tho ultimate 
proposals of the American Government in negoliatng a 
treaty of peace Rumor assigns varivus boundaries; tho 
last mentioned 1s the parallel of 36 North, stnking the 
Pacific Ocean below Monterey m Calfornia, and the 
Rio del Norte, at or near Paso, thence the channel of the 
river to the Gulf of Mextco. It is also reported that Go- 
mez Fanas is in Guadalaxara, endeavoring to induce the 
habitants to revolt against the Central Government, de- 
clare themsclycs independent, and seek protection from 
the United States. Other reportasay that Farias had suc- 
ceeded in raising a revolution yn Jalicas Jose Castro 1s 
a Colonel in the Mexican Artillery, and isin command of 
the garrison at Tepic.
